materials: 



limestone, basically all limestone. 




Much of the limestone is stained a sooty, 
greenish black, or a clay kind of orange/ 
brown/red. 




Recommendation time! 



Paint the basic limestone texture first, save it. Then paint 
alternate versions over the top using the red and/or black stain 
palettes. We can use these to vertex paint stuff! 



Additional points of interest: 



stucco 

used for many decorative elements 
sculptures, etc. 



- friezes, murals. 





white, red, black, maya blue 



some notes: 

mesoamerican stonemasonry used a variety of techniques, 
so do your research and see what looks coolest for the 
given asset. 

- is the asset is built with or without mortar (ashlar) 

- what size stones would be used here? small bricks? massive stones? 

- does this go at the base of a structure? the top? how sturdy does it need 
to look? 




these temple complexes are traditionally 
very solid looking (as opposed to airy and 
light), with corbeled arches
